A solicitor is described by section 
one of the ordinance as ‘any person 
who goo a from bouse to house or 
frona place to place selling or tak­ 
ing orders for, or offering to sell or 
take orders for goods, wares, or mer­ 
chandise or any articles for future de­ 
livery, or for services to be perform­ 
ed in the future, or for the making,' 
manufacturing or repairing of any ar­ 
ticle, or thing whatsoever, for future 
delivery, provided, however, that this 
ordinance shall apply only to solicita^ 
tors who demand, accept or receive 
payment or deposit of money or oth­ 
er thing of Value on account of such 
sale, or order, in advance of final de­ 
livery.” 
After the solicitor has paid his li­ 
cense and posted his bond, he may re- 
cover the latter amount from the city 
if, after hd* has completed his deliv­ 
eries of goods, he shall make an affi­ 
davit before the mayor that the goods 
have been delivered in good condition 
to the purchasers, and shall attach re­ 
ceipts from the purchasers to the affi­ 
davit!.

contract, and that the association owed him nothing, 
hut that under the contract the said Borglum owed 
the association something like 940,000, should the as- 
‘ sociation see fit to enforce the contract in strict ac­ 
cordance with its provisions. Therefore, the Associa­ 
tion refused to comply with the sáid Borglum’s de­ 


agreed to go on with the work and to arbitrate his 
claim of money due him. The association appointed 
an arbitrator and was ready to proceed, but the said 
Borglum took no steps to carry out the arbitration, 
and subsequently repudiated even his agreement to

Since that time the acts and conduct of thé said 
Borglum have been contrary to the interests of this 
association in many respects. He has given little or 
no attention to hi* work. He has gone outside of the 
state for lopg periods. He has sought every oppor­ 
tunity to exploit himself and to discredit the associa­ 
tion, in the newspapers and public speeches. Although 
able to raise little or no money himself, he has pub­ 
licly charged that the association was without funds, 
and that the burden of financing the memorial had 
fallen upon his shoulders. 
His whole attitude has 
been that of attempting to control the functions of 
the association and of finding fault with practically 
every step it has taken. 
It ia a great pity that this great memorial effort, in 
which the affection and respect of the Sputhem people 
for their valorous soldiers is so closely bound, could not
